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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particalarty pointing out and distinctly 
S the'tbj^^^ matter which the applicant regards as h.s .nvenfon. 

2. Claims 2-10. 14 and 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Claims 2-10 and 14 depend from canceled claim 15. The "diphenol" of claims 

17-20 has no antecedent basis in claim 16. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

6. Claim 16 is rejected under 36 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kakegawa et al. 5,455,292, Lee et al. 5,674,924, or Cheil Industries EP 0 731 140, in 
view of Wittman et al. 5,061,745, Fuhr et al. 5,157,065, Podszun et al. 5,733,957 or 
Serinietal. 4,172,103 

6. The Claim is identical to canceled claim 1 5, which «-as rejected using the same 
references in Paper #14. Since the examiner is unable to perceive the alleged 
restriction of the structure of the included polycarbonate, the rejection is maintained in 

Its entirety.
